The delegation expressed 
satisfaction with this proposal, and Mr. 
.Dunsmuir directed that Mr. Brydon be 
telegraphed for immediately. This was 
done, and Mr. Brydon ir; exjweted down 
on Monday. 

1 Citizens and miners are now well 
pleased with the prospects of tlic re- 
opening of the mines, which it is ex- 
pected will take place providing no fur- 
ther dispute arises about the dirt gues- 
tion, early in July. I.Mnny miners who 
left Ladysmith at the beginning of the 
strike and went to United States eol- 
llieries, are returning utterly disgusted 
with the slave-driving, conditions, 
wretched pay and poor prospects obtain- 
ing in American coal mines. 

Ladysmith Liberals held an organiza- 
tion meeting tonight, when encouraging 
reports as to effective work of the Lib- 
eral organizers was received. The So- 
cialists are also limy organizing, and 
■delcare that they whi carry thi« con- 
stituency at the November elections, 
despite the legislature's elapse aimed at 
foreigners.

Belgrade, June 10.— The pi. visional 
government litis offered the diplomatic 
corps plu.es at the- railroad station on 
the occiibiou of the reception of King 
Peter, alio expressing the desire that 
they appear in uniform. The diplomats 
have not replied, pending the receipt 
of instructions from their respective gov- 
ernments. The provisional government is 
very short of funds. Tho government 
found the treasury practically empty, 
and has no means of obtaining money. 
The banks have refuned to refloat even a 
small loan. An instalment of the recent 
French loan was due on June 15, but 
the French officials who i.rrived here 
with the cash refused to hand it over 
until the status of government was 
properly defined. The expenses for the 
deputation which has gone to Geneva 
were met with difficulty, and the army is 
owed long arrears of pay. As to trans- 
actions between the government and 
private individuals, the ministry has in- 
formed the legat'ons, whose subjects are 
involved, that the ministers will be per- 
sonally responsible for the repayment. 
The following notification, gazetted to- 
day, sa.-s: '•The Russian minister here 
has informed th ■ Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, that he will enter into relations 
with the Serviai. government today as 
the Czar had been pleased to recognize 
Peter Karageorgevitcb as King of Ser- 
via." 

As Foreign Minister Kaliovioh offi- 
cially visited the Russian legation this 
morning, the formal relations appear (to 
have been already resumed. 

The position of tin' regicides under the 
new King, is freely discussed, and it is 
generally expected that they will be 
promoted and pensioned, and then 
gradually removed. Any slight to them, 
however, would he hotly resented by the 
army, which is master of the situation. 
The newspaper' correspondents who came 
■here from Solia, have been recalled. 
They said there are indications of ser- 
ious trouble in Bulgaria. The recall of 
the newspaper correspondents to Solia 
leads those who are intimately conver- 
sant with the Balkan situation, tor nuti- 
cipiue a recrudescence of the revolt in 
Macedonia. They consider it possible 
that the revolutionary committee has 
proclaimed the autonomy of Macedonia. 
The best, informed people here regard 
the whole Balkan situation as being 
must serious, and they think that unless 
the great powers act quickly and de- 
cisively, there is danger of general and 
serious trouble. 

Berlin, June 10. — Germany js not sup- 
porting Russia's demand for the punish- 
ment of the Servian regicides. The 
Russian note on the subject was pub- 
lished without consultation with Ger- 
jnany. which feels no interest iu the 
matter, except « moral wish to <see the 
murderers punished.

Public Hall Provided Capable 
of Seating G ood-Sized 
Audience. 



■ A Owlouist reporter was yesterday 
permitted to inspect tUe jttize-wiumng 
jCtiriusirte library plans submitted to the 
city liy Messrs. Hooper •& Watkins; n> 
.order to. form an idea of the character 
of-t.be interior arrangements. Such in- 
spection ustublishes the tact that not 
only iri .t lie structure going to be a very 
liunosome one, but also a very comfort- 
able and commodious -one. 

The .general public will gain entrance 
lo the huildiug by n Ui«Ut of fjur steps 
leading from an arched doonvuy tutting 
Yates street. From a vestibule closed 
with broad swinging doors another 
llight of live' steps will take the visitor 
,to the lobby, leading northward, from 
.which is tlu> main hall giving approach 
to the delivery counter. On the right 
of the lobby will be placed the general 
rending room, a largo roomy apart- 
ment lighted from the east and south. 
.To the left of the hall a smaller apart- 
ment will be set apart exclusively for 
ithe use of lady ,patvons. Situated on the 
.riHit at the rear will be found the de- 
livery aall and the catalogue room. 

'Further back will be found the library 
iroom, with vault and the reference 
■room— the former on the left and the 
Intlei on the right. 

i At the extreme real- will be located 
ithe stack room. This will be a par- 
ticularly fine apartment, lying in a semi- 
circular annex to the main structure. 
The Stack shelves will radiate from the 
.centre and have accommodation for 
..IS!, IKK) volumes. It will he so arranged 
that a second row of shelves can lie 
.reared upon the lower ones, giving an 
ultimate capacity fop the ueeonmioda- 
.tion of (H),()(Mi volumes. A feature of 
.the arrangement in this apartment is 
,the excellent light which will he obtain- 
ed—a window facing each stack — the 
.latter radiating from a common centro; 
and this latter point will receive an 
abundant How of light from a dome- 
.fushioued skylight. Special attention 
lias also been paid to the lighting of the 
•delivery hall — a light-well running roof- 
wards in this apartment, 

Access to the upper storey is gained 
.by a (light of stairs leading from the 
right of the lobby. Running across the 
.whole front of the building at the 
Yates street end will he found the Kv- 
ture room, with seating accommodation 
for 250 people. When not required for 
the purpose of public assemblies, this 
apartment can be utilized for the dis- 
jilny of magazines and their special 
cure and arrangement. A hall runs down 
the centre of the building on this floor 
with a committee room on the eastern 
side, and Xurtli'er back on the northeast 
corner an apartment especially for the 
.use of children. Directly Opposite will 
1)0 situated a room given over to the 
storage of works and exhibits dealing 
with historical and art matters. 

In the basement will be found quarters 
for the janitor and caretaker, heating 
plant, bindery and storage. 

Wide archways will lead to the vari- 
ous departments in lieu of doors, giv- 
ing the interior an open appearance, 
•characteristic of nil modern public build- 
ings. The vestibule and lobby will be 
.tiled, and the wood finish hardwood 
.with carved embellishments to add the 
requisite touch of artistic beauty.

LMPEin AL LAW U NLVBRStTY. 

The very general Colonial dissatisfac- 
tion with the legal decisions of the Privy 
Council makes a proposal to establish 
an Imperial University of Law particu- 
larly interesting. It appears that 1)3 
the recent sale of t\m of the ancient 
Inns of Court in London, namely, Isew 
Inn and Clifford Inn. a fund of nearly 
half a million dollar* lias been made 
available for the purposes of legal edu- 
cation. The fund is at the disposal of 
the Attorney-General, subject to the 
Court of Chancery, and in an address to 
the Court some weeks affo, Sir Robert 
h'lulay indicated generally his intention 
of applying it to the foundation in Lon- 
don of a school of law in which provision 
shall be made for the systematic and 
scientific teaching of all branches, in- 
cluding such as are administered in the 
liritish Empire. The scheme was out- 
lined originally by Lrtircl Selborne, was 
vigorously championed by Lord Russell 



as they are today, without any regular 
steamship service between them. It is 
easy to imagine both cities subsidizing 
a steamship line to ply between them. 
Here we would have in the ease of both 
cities a direct loss of the amount of tho 
subsidy if they are considered separate- 
ly, but that loss more than reimbursed 
to both by a benefit resulting entirely 
from improved reciprocal relations and 
greater possibilities of mutual Inter- 
course.

By that, 
of course, we do not mean that excellent 
people should be exterminated merely 
because of their congenital mental limi- 
tations, but that their ideas must be 
prevented from effective operation to 
the dismemberment ci riic British Em- 
Theirs is the fhot point oi" view 



The Toronto Globe's explanation of 
the Shannon timber deal, by which Cap- 
tain iSllllivan made a large sum of 
money, is exquisitely funny. The de- 
partment know nothing of Captain Sul- 
livan in the matter, but sold the licence 
to Shannon, who turned it over to Sulli-

ministration of law there is an atmos- 
phere created by tradition, precedent, 
and custom, the abscaco of which miikes 
rules, codes, and statutes like articulated 
skeletons, Instead of living, breathing 
forces. To have those interpreted with- 
out a sympathetic knowledge of the 
special atmosphere surrounding legisla- 
tive enactments is bud, hut to have 
them interpreted by men saturated be- 
yond emergence in a separate nnd differ- 
ent atmosphere is much worse. It is 
impossible to exonerate the Privy Coun- 
cil from involuntary, but none the less 
distressing limitations of this kind. An 
Imperial University of hnv would cer- 
tainly he a step in the right direction to 
■ euro this, by widening- the conception of 
the whole body of British law in the 
minds of those who studied there. We 
cannot illustrate our meaning better than 
by quoting from a panegyric recently de- 
livered by -Mr. it. B. Eiildnue to tho 
Scots Law Society upon the lute Lord 
Watson. After relating the part, ho 
took in the series of Canadian appeals 
against the absorptive tendencies of the 
Dominion government, upheld by the 
■Supreme Court of Cnnadn, but. success- 
fully resisted before the Privy Council, 
Mr. Hnldone gives Lord Watson credit 
for having "worked out ii different view 
of the Canadian constitution from that 
which had been foreshadowed by tho 
Canadian courts, tilled in the skeleton 
which the Confederation Act had estab- 
lished, and in a large measure shaped 
the growth of the fibre which grew 
around it," and goes on tosny: "lie was 
the Privy Council judye, par excellence. 
His mind was wholly free from any 
•tendency to technicality, nnd be never 
failed to interpret the law according to 
the spirit of the jurisprudence of the 
colony from ' which the appeal came. If 



Another point of view 
is that of those who desire the ends 
proposed to bo achieved by Mr. Cham- 
berlain, but who do not believe bis 
methods those suited to achieve them.

.leant High Commission to reassemble in 
August, as >vas at first intended, as 
Canadian policy on the subject of reci- 
procity remains in abeyance till It is 
seen whether .Mr. Chamberlain's scheme 
is likely to be adopted.

THE TIMES AXD UUSSIA. 

Hussla bus turned the correspondent 
the London Times nut of Russia. 
The reason alleged is that the' attitude 
of the Times is supposed by the Russian 
government to be hostile to Russia, and 
that without any personal complaint 
against the correspondent, the govern- 
ment was determined to read the Times 
a lesson. "This lesson," says the Times, 
"is one which all despotic governments 
would fain rend even to their least un- 
friendly critics — that freedom of speech 
is intolerable lo them.'' After tho usual 
I apostrophe in honor of free speech the 
Times goes on to remark that "with till 
duo deference to M. do Plehve, tho 
methods which he may think it useful 
to apply to Russian organs of public 
opinion will hardly produce upon us the 
effect which he seems to anticipate." 
W'hen the Times becomes so uncom- 
monly dignified us that it means mis- 
chief. It goes on to scoff at the idea 
that the Russian government can pre- 
vent it from finding out all that is going 
on in Russia, and says that the govern- 
ment's action will certainly produce the 
impression "that things are happening, 
and nre likely to happen in Russia, of 
which M. ile Plehve desires no impar- 
tial or independent witnesses. But 
though he may suppress our correspon- 
dent, he. cannot suppress the truth." 
We rather think that before the Russian 
government sees the end of this episode, 
it will have every reason to curse the 
day on which it took this- remarkable 
step in connection with the most reliable 
and least sensational newspaper in Eur- 
ope. As a rule the Times is a mild- 
mannered and dignified lady of the old 
school. But there are exceptions. One 
of these is when amour propre and a 
sense of justice are outraged nt the same 
moment. The Times will give the Rus- 
sian vovernment many interesting mo- 
ments, and the solemnity with whicl* it 
declares war, does not veil the hostility 
of its intentions.

Then comes the 
strikes In California— captains ami erew* 
desert their vessels and employees- leave 
work. High Wrfgea are offered and higher 
.still to Induce sailors to man the ships and 
till up the vacancies In other works In vain. 
Soon there were a number of would-be 
miners and others, dlsnppo'ntcd or despair- 
ing of success, who fin-led the ships, but 
at greatly increased wages. The miners 
.smut their earnings lavishly in carousing 
and so forth. Where the gold came from 
they said they could get more, and every- 
thing, good and bad. was Inflated. At this 
fine wages were very high In Vancouver 
Island, but as gold came lu from Ca lfomla 
In various ways, the wages did not hurt 
much. The -Increase of wages resmlted 
from the gold discoveries. They Jnreeted 
the wlhole of the American and Ilrlthh 
possessions on tho Pacific ocean, In gold 
countries wages are always high. 

A few years afterwards- -gold was un- 
earthed in British Coranabln.

The party traveled direct from Now 
•York City, in a private Pullman car, 
via the C. P. It., to Phoenix, and re- 
turned yesterday by way of the Great 
Northern. It has boon estimated that the 
party represented personally not less 
•than $50,000,000. 

The following interviews show that 
tho gentlemen, after a thorough inspec- 
tion tf the Granby holdings, were not 
only more than pleased •with the show- 
ings and prospects, but -were convinced 
that here in Phoenix is pimhnbly the 
greatest mining proposition on the con- 
tinent of North. America. 

.Mr. Stanton said: 
i "Thorc is no question as to the vol- 
ume of the ore that is exposed in tho 
Granby mines, but to what depth these 
deposits extend we do not know. How- 
ever, the depths should be commensurate 
•with tho length and width of the ore 
bodies exposed. I had originally re-

•Mr. Sta.nl on, as far as he was per- 
sonally concerned, thought the smelter 
was very up to date, but deferred' his 
opinion to those of Messrs. Hcrreshofl 
and Luther, the recognized authorities 
in the United States.
